ized. The proposal submitted to board members was part 
of a blue ribbon committee recommendation on budg etary 
reductions. Three clerical positions in the libary , stu­ 
dents’ serv ices and instructional areas were eliminated at 
a sav ing s of $13,8 00, the remainder to be made up with the 
termination of three maintenance men. 
Following a leng thy ex ecutiv e session, board mem­ 
bers early this morning reconv ened, passing two resolu­ 
tions concerning the professional staff. As a result of one 
resolution, the contracts of 18 persons were reduced from 
12 months to 11%, in effect g iv ing those persons a two- 
week non-paid v acation for a sav ing s of $11,615. The mov e 
by board members affects nine persons in student serv ­ 
ices, sev en div ision chairmen, one a ssista nt to the presi­ 
dent and the director of the associate deg ree nursing pro­ 
g ram. 
Another resolution, passed unanimously by board 
members, called for “ no additional retrenchment in the 
professional staff for the coming y ear but instructed the 
ag ricultural and industrial education areas to pursue the 
recruitment of students and the dev elopment of additional 
prog rams within their respectiv e area s that can be han­ 
dled by ex isting staff members, without ov erload pay . 
Their prog ress in the abov e areas will be rev iewed by 
board members prior to Dec. 1.” 
The resolution, interpreted, infers that the areas of 
ag ricultural and industrial education need stepped-up re­ 
cruitment and additional prog rams if they are to surv iv e. 
The cuts are part of an ov erall plan to reduce an esti­ 
mated $212,000 deficit for the 19 7 2-7 3 term. 
A human serv ices curriculum was approv e unani­ 
mously by members. The prog ram is, in effect, a carry ­ 
ov er of ex isting course offering s, g rouping them into one 
categ ory . Their objectiv es are to prov ide new trained 
workers in community serv ice ag encies. 
Areas in which g raduates could be placed in a human 
serv ices career include public welfare ag encies, settle­ 
ment houses, social serv ice departments in hospitals, 
clinics and mental health centers, nursing homes, senior 
citizens prog rams, community action ag encies and public 
and priv ate school sy stems.

The su it, bro u ght by two em ­ 
p lo y es gro u p s, has challen ged 
the au tho rity o f Fin an ce Direc­ 
to r Jo hn W. McCarter Jr. to cu t 
the co n tribu tio n s to 4.8 p er 
cen t. 
In a setback fo r the state 
Mo n day , Ju dge William Cham­ 
berlain den ied a mo tio n by 
M cCarter’s atto rn ey that the 
su it be dismissed, bu t the ju dge 
added that the defen dan t wo u ld 
hav e fiv e day s to an swer the 
su it. 
The State Pen sio n Bo ard, o f 
which McCater is a member, 
last su m m er set the 5 .5 p er­ 
cen tage as the amo u n t the state 
mu st co n tribu te. The fin an ce 
directo r su bseq u en tly issu ed an 
o rder, ho wev er, redu cin g the 
p ercen tage to 4.8 . 
“The fin an ce act u p o n which 
Mr. McCarter relies do es n o t 
giv e him the au tho rity to mo di­ 
fy a sp ecific legislativ e m an ­ 
date,” Chamberlain ru led. “ ...

A tough, new law designed to re­ 
move dangerous and irresponsible 
drivers from America's highways 
has been proposed by the National 
Association of Insurance Agents, the 
oldest and largest such organization 
in the country. 
The model law will be recom­ 
mended to NAIA state affiliates for 
enactment in each state legislature. 
Under the proposed legislation, 
called the “ Habitual Offender Act.” 
a person convicted of an accumula­ 
tion of major or minor traffic of­ 
fenses loses his driver’s license for 
life and is subject to a mandatory 
prison term if he continues to drive. 
An offender who stays “ clean’’ for 
five years may, however, apply to 
the court for reinstatement of his li­ 
cense. 


The penalties may seem harsh, 
but compared with laws in some oth­ 
er countries, they actually appear to 
be permissive. In South Africa, for 
instance, the penalty for drunk driv­ 
ing is 10 years in jail and a $2,800 


fine. In San Salvador, it can be exe­ 
cution by firing squad. 
Six states already have sim ilar 
habitual offender laws. Virginia was 
the first, followed by North Carolina, 
Rhode 
Island, 
New 
Hampshire, 
Maine and Massachusetts. In Virgi­ 
nia, the law is credited with helping 
bring down that state’s fatality rate 
per 100 million miles from 5.2 in 1968 
to 4.3 in 1970. 
In the past 10 years, half a million 
Americans have been killed in traf­ 
fic accidents, most of them victims 
of a habitual offender. N AIA’s argu­ 
ment is that many of these accidents 
would not have occurred had courts 
been required to impose the ultimate 
penalty—imprisonment—on 
those 
who have shown a consistent disre­ 
gard for the law, rather than waiting 
until after tragedy happens. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
law-abiding driving public is suffici­ 
ently alarmed about the highway 
slaughter to demand the enactment, 
and enforcement, of habitual offend­ 
er legislation. 


One side effect of the sensational 
Howard Hughes “ biography” affair 
should be to demolish a myth cher­ 
ished by lovers of international in­ 
trigue. This is the erroneous belief 
that under no circumstances will a 
Swiss bank 
divulge 
information 
about a depositor, or even reveal his 
identity. 
Yet when Swiss authorities 
strongly suspected criminal fraud in 
connection with checks deposited to 
the account of one “ H. R. Hughes,” 
the Swiss Credit Bank, which held 
the account, disclosed that H. R. 
Hughes was not billionaire Howard 
Hughes but Helga R. Hughes, later 
revealed to be a forged passport 
pseydonym for the wife of author 
Clifford Irving. Subsequently, the 
bank cooperated fully with both 
Swiss and American investigators 
trying to get to the bottom of the 
mystery. 
The episode focuses a revealing 
spotlight on what the legendary 
Swiss banking secrecy is and is not. 


That secrecy dates back to 1934 
when, in order to shield accounts 
held by German Jews and other vic­ 
tims of Nazy oppression, the Swiss 
government passed a strict law put­ 
ting banking under official protec­ 
tion. It was made a criminal offense 
for any bank employe to divulge in­ 
formation about an account. 


However, the law has a ‘‘Catch

Because fraud was alleged in the 
Hughes affair, under Swiss law the 
veil of secrecy was lifted and the 
whole story came spilling out, much 
to the consternation of those who 
cling to fantasies about faceless 
“ gnomes of Zurich” who operate be- 
vond reach of the law.

"W onder If He Brought Anything for Us? 


When the Nixon Doctrine was 
first announced in Ju ly of 1969, it 
was met with a great degree of anxi­ 
ety by a number of our friends in 
Asia who feared that it might prove 
to be merely a rhetorical smoke­ 
screen designed to hide the fact of an 
American withdrawal from its alli­ 
ances. On my recent trip, however, I 
found that any doubts about the 
President’s motives were fully dis­ 
pelled, and the Doctrine itself wel­ 
comed as the most viable frame­ 
work for a long-term approach to re­ 
gional security. But while I found an 
anthusiasm for the principles in­ 
volved and a determination on the 
part of our allies to make it work, I 
also encountered an increasing con­ 
cern over our failure in so many 
ways to carry through with the un­ 
dertakings implicit in it. 
Almost without exception, our 
friends in Asia are faced with clear 
and present threats to their security. 
The Thais must cope with increas­ 
ingly active bands of Communist- 
trained insurgents; large areas of 
Laos, Cambodia, and South Vietnam 
are presently occupied by Commu­ 
nist invaders; and South Korea and 
Nationalist China must continue to 


live in the shadows of well-armed, 
hostile neighbors who have vowed to 
overwhelm them. Our friends are 
prepared to do what they can to de­ 
fend themselves, but they require 
the m ilitary hardware with which to 
match the increasingly sophisticat­ 
ed weapons with which their ene­ 
mies are being so freely supplied. In 
too many cases, however, we are 
failing to deliver the arms and the 
support implicit in the Nixon Doc­ 
trine. 
This failure on our part to follow 
through is giving rise to agonizing 
doubts as to the ability or willing­ 
ness of the U.S. to sustain its role of 
leadership in the western Pacific. 
* Except in the case of South Vietnam, 
we simply are not coming forward 
with the kind of support which is re­ 
quired to sustain the kind of confi­ 
dence in our tenacity which will be 
needed if we are to make the Nixon 
Doctrine work. The administration 
has requested the necessary funds, 
but the Congress has cut them 
back—and our friends are left to 
speculate whether they can safely 
stake their own survival on Ameri­

M AN CHESTER, N.H. (K F S )— 
There aren’t very many kids this 
year. 
The Presidential candidates in 
the nation’s first primary are having 
to make do, for the most part, with 
adult help in ringing doorbells and 
selling their cause. 
The two candidates most promi­ 
nently identified as critics of the 
Vietnamese War, GOP Rep. Paul 
McCloskey and Democratic Sen. 
George McGovern, seem to have the 
most youthful volunteers. But Mc­ 
Closkey claims only 35 student 
workers, and McGovern is delighted 
to get one busload of volunteers a 
weekend. 
This is in sharp contrast with the 
situation here four years ago, when 
students by the hundreds flocked to 
the state to launch the “ Children’s 
Crusade” of Sen. Eugene McCarthy. 
Nor is there any evidence that 
overwhelming numbers of young 
people are going to turn out to vote 
for a favorite candidate. This year, 
there are 55,000 young people eligi­ 
ble to vote in the state primary 
March 7 for the first time. 
There are no figures to indicate 
precisely how many have regis­ 
tered, since age is not recorded. Lo­ 
cal political experts, however, tend 
to agree that only about one-third of 
those eligible have actually regis­ 
tered. If they follow the pattern of 
their parents, roughly one-half of 
those registered will vote—or about 


8,000. 
Rep. M cCloskey’s cam paign 
manager, A1 Toffel, believes that the 
idealism and energy are still there, 
but “ everyone’s turned inward.” 
Despite appeals to the campuses and 
young people’s organizations, he 
sighs, “ Not even the war produces 
an outpouring anymore.” 
Ironically, the one Presidential 
candidate here whose candidacy 
seems to be stirring new interest and 
who is watched nervously by front- 
running Sen. Edmund Muskie, has 
little appeal for youth. He has no 
glamour. He is 63, and talks like 63. 
His idea of kicks is to work cross­ 
word puzzles. He is Rep. Wilbur 
Mills, who, as chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, has been re­ 
sponsible for all the Medicare and 
Social Security 
bills 
that 
have 


passed the House of Representatives 
the past 14 years. 
For, if political interest be divid­ 
ed by age groups, the action this 
year is not with youth but with the 
elderly. The older set is not going to 
eat peanut-butter sandwiches and 
pound the pavements for free for 
their choice. That’s not their style. 
But older people have watched 
the way youth activism has made 
the national politicians do hand­ 
springs. And they are hit hard by 
rising medical costs and the squeeze 
between rising prices and incomes 
fixed by retirement. 


The expensive write-in campaign 
for Rep. Mills here is concentrating 
upon a television blitz to familiarize 
local voters with his record on behalf 
of middle-income folks, with the em­ 
phasis on increased Social Security 
and benefits for older citizens. By 
contrast, McGovern seems only now 
to be awakening to the potential of 
the senior citizens’ vote. He was 
asked repeatedly during factory 
tours last week whether he favored 
an increase in Social Security and a 
reduction in the retirement age to 60 
with full benefits. His questioners 
were not just older workers but also 
younger ones concerned about care 
for their parents and grandparents 
in their declining years. Although he 
has been campaigning for a year, 
McGovern is only now preparing a 
program that deals with those ques­ 
tions. 


The concern of older taxpayers 
here is heightened by a current fight 
in the State Legislature over wheth­ 
er to approve a state income tax for 
the first time. 
The Mills media campaign is lav­ 
ishly financed. Estimates range up 
to $200,000, which is about what Mus­ 
kie is spending in a traditional state­ 
wide effort with 13 headquarters. 
The candidate himself made only 
one appearance, in which he es­ 
caped by a whisker from being em­ 
broiled in the state tax controversy. 
There seems to be a sizable unde­ 
cided vote here, and if there are to 
be any surprises in the victory line­ 
up it may be Rep. Mills as a strong 
third, behind Sens. Muskie and Mc­ 
Govern.

where I had the opportunity to visit a 
town known as Kampong Chan . . . 


I p s s than two miles across the Me­ 
kong River from the Chupp rubb r 
plantations which now harbors two 
North Vietnamese divisions 
., . 
Kampong Chan is protected by a 
ragtag army of local J 
lunt^ 
comprised largely of 16-year ora 
hovs 
. They were equipped with 
six different types of rifles . .. some 
of them dating back to the secon 
World War. They had only a few 
hours of training. 
The Cambodians, you will re­ 
member, were supposed to have col­ 
lapsed within days of the time when 
American forces were withdrawn to 
South Vietnam. Yet despite their 
lack of training, despite their primi­ 
tive equipment, tens of thousands of 
simple villagers rose to the defense 
of their land and have somehow kept 
themselves from being inundated by 
the North Vietnamese regulars The 
Cambodians have demonstrated the 
will to fight. . . yet we have imposed 
an iron limitation on the amount ot 
aid which we can send them.

Switching to the modern way 
or to more modern things is the 
way of life today.

Several 
new 
electrical 
switches are available for the 
home. And with a screw driver 
and a pair of pliers, you can 
easily install the new devices. 
One good alternative to the 
old “snap” switch is the newer 
“silent” mercury switch. The 
mercury switches are more 
expensive than 
the “snap” 
switches, but they are a 


pleasure to use and more 
durable. 
An easy way to add at­ 
mosphere to a home is by 
replacing those old switches 
with dimmer switches. You can 
use a large wattage bulb for 
general 
illumination, 
but 
reduce the brilliance for occa­ 
sions when you desire less light 
such as showing home movies 
or for using a hall light as a 
night 
light. 
And 
dim m er 
switches provide an excellent 
means of lighting rooms for 
those who are confined due to 
illness. 
With the solid-state design 
dimmer switches use less elec­ 
tricity and light bulbs last much 
longer when the lights are 
dimmed. Dimmer switches 
with a full-lighting range, on off 
positions, 
and 
built 
in 
radio-interference 
protection 
are Toest. The two-position 
dimmer switches are cheaper, 
but may not be satisfactory in 
some locations. 
Other types of convenience 
switches are lighted-button and 
push-button switches. New 
decorative cover plates and 
wall protectors are also good 
modernizing 
additions 
to 
electrical switches. 
Frank Andrew, University of 
Illinois Extension agricultural 
enginneer, says that there is no 
danger in replacing switches if 
you turn off the electricity and 
replace the switches according 
to directions. But he adds that 
when buying a new switch, you 
should check the “small print” 
and buy a switch with the 
correct watt capacity and be 
certain the switch can be used 
as you want to use it.

Governor Richard B. Ogilvie 
has signed into law House Bill 
3707 which among other things, 
provides a more convenient 
method for Illinois communi­ 
ties to bring their incorporated 
territories into soil and water 
conservation districts. Wilbur 
Bowman, chairman of the Ogle 
County Soil and Water Conser­ 
vation District, said any mu­ 
nicipality in Ogle County may 
petition the Illinois Department 
of Agriculture for its territory 
to be included in the Soil and 
Water Conservation District by 
a majority vote of its govern- 
ning body. The Department 
then holds a hearing at which 
time determination is made 
concerning its inclusion. 


By becoming a part of the 
district, the municipality avails 
itself of assistance from the dis­ 
trict organization as well as co­ 
operating state and federal 
agencies. This assistance in­ 
cludes soils information for use 
in land use planning and zoning 
decisions, help with soil erosion 
and 
sedim ent 
problems, 
technical services in planning 
wildlife habitats, booklets, 
films, and other teaching aids 
for 
conservation and 
en­ 
vironm ental education and 
other related natural resource 
services. 


Districts will be providing 
natural resource information, 
which is available to them, to 
land use planning bodies for use 
in developing land use plans 
and zoning ordinances. Under 


the new law, any person who 
petitions for a zoning variance 
shall furnish a copy of such 
proposal to the soil and water 
conservation district for its 
written opinion.

Clothing,” offers suggestions 
on getting the best value for the 
money you spend for clothing. 
Authors M arjorie Mead, 
associate professor of clothing

Leap Year 
costs U.S. 
$115 million 


WASHINGTON (A P) — For 
their own glorification, Julius 
Caesar and the emperor Au­ 
gustus each swiped a day from 
February. Now if someone had 
heisted Feb. 29, Uncle Sam 
* 
would save $115 million today. 
That’s how much the govern­ 
ment pays its employes for 
working one extra day every • 
four years. 
Aha, you say. Most civil ser­ 
vants have an annual salary. 
You’re wrong. The salary is 
based on a 52-week year. In an 
ordinary year they’re paid 52 
weeks and one day. This year, 
it’s 52 weeks and two days. An- * 
other day, another $115 million. 
But next fiscal year the gov­ 
ernment recoups. July 1, the 
first day, is a Saturday. June 
30 next year, the last day, is a 
Saturday. 
Fifty-two 
weeks 
even. No overrun. 
That windfall will be the first 
two-day drop in what the gov­ 
ernment calls “ compensable 
days” since the present system 
was adopted 25 years ago. It 
won’t happen again until the 
fiscal year 2001—because July 
1, 1999, to June 30, 2000, will 
have the two extra days and 
the following year none. 
Now Caesar and Augustus 
didn’t have savings in mind 
when they robbed February. 
When Romulus made the first 
Roman calendar he didn’t even 
have February among his 10 
months. His successor, Numa 
Pompilius, added two months 
but he tacked February onto 
the end of the year. The name 
Februarius came from a Latin 
word meaning “ to purify” be­ 
cause it was then the Romans 
cleansed themselves to prepare 
for New Year festivals. 
Along came Julius Caesar. 
He plucked out February and 
put it between January and 
March. But for such exaltation 
he exacted a price—one of its 
30 days—which he added to 
July, named for guess who. 
Not to be outdone, Augustus 
also clipped off a day and 
added it to his month. 
Nobody knows how the en­ 
chanting legend started that 
leap year was the time for 
women to woo men. It predated 
Women’s Lib by at least 700 
years.

Medical 
plan in 
Twin Cities j 


M IN N EAPO LIS, Minn. (AP); 
— A health insurance plan that 
would cover nearly all a fami­ 
ly’s medical expenses for a flat 
monthly 
fee 
has 
been 
an­ 
nounced for residents of the 
Twin Cities area. 
The 
Nicollet-Eitel 
Fam ily 
Health Plan was described 
Monday at a news conference 
as the area’s first prepaid 
health care program involving 
physicians in private practice, 
a general care hospital and a* 
major insurance company. 
Families would pay $65 ar 
month and individuals $23 a; 
month. 
Doctors 
and 
participating: 
hospitals under the plan, called 
Health 
Maintenance 
Organ- • 
ization, get the same amount of 
money regardless of whether a 
patient comes in for a checkup 
only once a year or has extend­ 
ed hospitalization and medical 
care. 
Dr. A. Sigurd Gilbertsen, 
president of the nonprofit or­ 
ganization set up to manage the 
plan, explained its operation. 
Also on hand for the announce­ 
ment was Douglas J. Halbert, 
director of group practice rela­ 
tions for Aetna Life & Casualty, 
Inc., and Jack W. Rivall, exec­ 
utive vice president of Eitel 
Hospital, Minneapolis. 
Participating in the plan are 
the Nicollet Clinic, staffed by 32 
physicians; Eitel Hospital, a 
143-bed general care facility, 
and Aetna, the nation’s largest 
private health insurer. 
The program will be offered 
to families within a 
15-mile 
radius of the hospital and clinic 
this spring. Dr. Gilbertsen said 
an enrollment of 5,000 individ­ 
uals, including about 2,000 fam­ 
ilies, is expected during the 
first year of the program. 
Eventually it is hoped that it 
may cover 30,000 persons and 
the clinic expand by 10 doctors 
within five years. 
The plan will be marketed by 
Aetna only to groups An indi­ 
vidual family would not be able 
to buy the plan. 
The monthly payment would 
be made by the employers and 
the employes, or by the em­ 
ployer alone if the company’s 
contract with a union calls for 
such The plan will come up for 
annual renewal. 
In most cases, the plan would 
cover all medical costs 
But 
there will be some charges for 
mental health care and house 
calls. The patient would also 
pay the first $200 of a matern 
ity case and the first $2 for pre 
script ion drugs
